London Reports Slowing 
Big Push of Enemy by 
Heavy Aerial Attacks 
East of Rhine. 


LONDON, May 16 (AP).—“The 
toll inficted on enemy aircraft is 
working out at more than three to 
one in ou rfavor,” the British Air 
Ministry asserted in an a nhounce- 
ment tonight. 

Amplifying a previous announce- 
ment of British air raids on German 
objectives last night, the ministry 
said bombers had caused extensive 
damage over a wide area. 

A military encampment, railway 
crossings and an important auto- 
bahn (wide, high-speed highway) 
were among the objectives attacked. 
It said “the 1 argest f orce of 


R. A. F. bombers yet employed in| 


a single operation” attacked by 


moonlight, aided by “many previ- 
ous reconnaissances.” 

“The majority found and bombed 
their targets with great effect, caus- 
ing widespread damage and many 
explosions and fires,” it said. 

Heavy Whitly, Wellington and 
Hampden bombers were used. 

German fighters did not take the 
air to defend the bombers’ objec- 
tives, it added, but strong anti-air- 
craft fire was encountered, 

The text of the Air Ministry’s 
previous announcement: 

“The Royal Air Force last night 
carried out east of the Rhine a big 
offensive against the enemy’s road 
and rail communications which are 
supporting his forces in their inva- 
sion of the Low Countries and Lux- 
embourg. 

“The attacks lasted throughout 
the night and many tons of bombs 
were released. Road and rail com- 


jmunications were attacked at many 


points, fires broke out and heavy 
explosions were caused. 

“This was the heaviest attack 
yet. made by the Royal Air Force 
during the war.”

™ ROME, May 16.—American Am- 

dor William Phillips, it be- 
came known here today, has con- 
veyed a second message from Pres- 
ident Franklin D. Roosevelt to Pre- 
mier Benito Mussolini, urging that 
the war not be enlarged. 

The American Embassy refused 
to add to a Washington announce- 
ment that the message was sent. 

British and French citizens are 
crowding the railway stations, how- 
ever, as Americans lucky enough 


to book passage leave for Genoa. 
All three democratic embassies are 
taking the same view of the situa- 
tion. They think tNat Rome is 
aiding Berlin only by bluffing, so 
they are not ordering their na- 
tionals to leave, but, since they 
fear that the Germans here might 
precipitate some unforeseen devel- 
opment, they advise all nationals 
that they should leave urgently. 


The following notice has been 
gent by the American Consulate to 
American citizens: 


“The Consulate has been directed 
by the Embassy to call the atten- 
tion of American citizens residing 
in the Rome Consulate district the 
advice of returning to the United 
States at the earliest possible mo- 
ment.” 


Shares on the exchange advanced 
from 20 to 50 points on rumors 
that, after negotiations, interrupted 
in the past by the Germans, a 
clearing agreement between’ the 
British and Italians had been 
signed. About $60,000,000 of trade 
is involved, it is understood. 


British \quarters would not con- 
firm these reports today, but 
negotiations are being continued, 
and there is a certain optimism 
in both British and Italian quar- 
ters. The British, moreover, are 
sedulously spreading reports that 
the blockade is more leniently ap- 
plied to Italy. Similarly, Italian ten- 
sion is somewhat relaxed as de- 
monstrations have been dispersed. 


Troops were withdrawn today 
from around the Yugoslav Lega- 
tion, but there are still field guns 
of World War vintage and four 
varieties of uniforms around the 
British and French Embassies. 


News from the low countries to- 
day is having a sobering effect in 
informed Italian quarters. After 
reports from German sources that 
secret weapons were obliterating 
the Maginot Line, that parachute 
jumpers held Rheims and similar 
fantasies, including last night’s re- 
ports that the Germans had ad- 
vanced into Switzerland, there is 
now some news from Allied quar- 
ters. 


This indicates that Holland is 
written off, as anticipated, and 
that advanced action, with delay- 
ing efforts by the Belgians, has 
enabled the Allies to take up their 
long-appointed defensive positions, 
and that a major battle is now en- 
gaged. The battlefield and the na- 
ture of the action are exactly 
what the French would have de- 
sired, and the Germans at last 
have a chance to measure them- 
selves against professional soldiery 
at its best.

15,000 Americans Who Fell in 
World War Battle Buried 
at Romagne. 


PARIS, May 16 (AP). — French 
officials said today the American 
Méuse-Argonne Cemefery at Ro- 
magne, Eastern France, the largest 
American World War cemetery in 
Europe, was bombed yesterday.

Germans Advance Beyond Sedan

The second line runs from Sedan 
through Montmedy and Longwy 
and along the French-German bor- 
der to the Vosges. In this area, the 
fighting was characterized princi- 
pally by artillery duels between op- 
posing fortifications. 

A French War Office spokesman 
acknowledged that the German 
army, following up advantages 
gained after crossing the Meuse be- 
tween Sedan and Namur, continued 
to push forward in the face of 
strong Allied opposition. 

North of Namur, along the Bel- 
gian defense line, he said _ the 
French had thrown back numerous 
Nazis attacks. 

He said the enemy, flinging 
armored shock troops far ahead of 
the main body in the 50-mile area 
between Sedan and Namur, was 
striking at the rear of the French 
forces in an effort to cut them off. 

A great battle is progressing 
and the situation ds “serious,” he 
said. 

Despite this, the French remained 
confident of their ability to restore 
control of a situation which at the 
moment is admitted to be “very 
confused.” 

The French reported heavy artil- 
lery fire east of Sedan, along the 
French-Luxembourg frontier, as 
well as farther east in the Vosges 
Mountain sector. 

Battle of Mechanized Units. 

The shift of the battle of the 
Meuse into mechanized open war- 
fare along all of the front from 
Namur to Sedan was of such tre- 
mendous impac tas to cause the 
French high command, in a morn- 
‘ing communique, to withhold all 
details “for the sake of the higher 
interests” of the operations. 

The communique said only that 
the battle along the river “is tak- 
ing on the characteristics of open 
warfare, with participation on both 
sides by motorized units and avia- 
tion.” 

“These higher interests of the 
conduct of operations,” the com- 
munique added, “compel us not, to 
give at the present moment any 
precise information as to the ac- 
tions now taking place.” 

It became apparent from reports 
in Paris that Germany’s army, 
slowed by fierce counter-attacks at 
Sedan, was yencountering Allied 
warfare of the Nazis’ own style in 
a great battle of movement. Ger- 
manys war of speed and flexibil- 
ity which quickly conquered Po- 
land was adopted by the French to 
meet thrusts of Nazi tanks. 

The decision of the French high 
command to fight speed with speed 
meant that it had abandoned, at 
least for the moment, any plan to 
fight a war of position in the line 
of concrete pill boxes built on the 
Belgian frontier as a northwesterly 
extension of France’s Maginot line.

While operations are continuing 
at high speed, no possibility of 
giving exact news exists. All that 
can be done is to follow events 
as fast as they are revealed by 
the Governments involved.

The French Government, fear- 
ing bombing and raiding in France, 
is encouraging all children and 
such persons as have no particular 
business in Paris and the other 
big cities to leave them as soon 
as possible. This situation is com- 
plicated by the arrival of Belgian 
ang French refugees. 

The Germans are sparing noth- 
ing and nobody. Five hospitals 
have been bombed without pretext 
or warning. Last Monday the 
American military and naval at- 
taches, Col. Horace H, Fuller and 
Lieutenant-Commander R. H. Hil- 
lenkoetter, personally verified this 
charge as far as the hospitals 
wére concerned. They found that 
two hospitals near Toul had been 
attacked, although more than a 
mile from the nearest military ob- 
jective. Another, near Morhange, 
had been bombed although it bore 
Red Cross signs large enough to be 
seen for several miles.

AMBULANCE UNIT 
IN FRANGE BOMBED 


From Danger Zones — 
Driver Is Missing. 


PARIS, May 16 (AP). — Miss 
Anne Morgan, sister of J. P. Mor- 
gan, reported from Northern 
France today she had undergone 
terrific German aerial bombings 
with her co-workers while seeking 
to rescue French civilians from 
war dangers. 

Neither she nor any of her party 
of her Friends of France Commit- 
tee was hurt, she said, but the 
bombardments forced suspension 
of rescue work and. French au- 
thorities ordered her unit to re- 
turn to Paris. 

By long distance telephone, she 
related that one American ambu- 
lance, laden with wounded, was 
captured by the Germans during 
the removal of civilians by the 
American volunteers ambulance 
organization working in conjunc- 
tion with her committee. 

The driver, Louis Wehrley of 
Berne, Ind., escaped before Ger- 
man troopers surrougded his ve- 
hicle. 

American Missing. 


Another American ambulance 
driver, Lawrence A. Jump of Nan- 
tucket, Mass., who was attached 
to the French Army, was reported 
missing after German artillery 
shelled his ambulance. 

Wehrley’s ambulance was cap- 
tured after a long trip during 
which a ‘child was born to a 
French woman in the vehicle, Miss 
Morgan advised Maj. George Wash- 
ington Lopp in Paris. 

Miss Morgan said Wehrley had 
got out of the immediate war zone 
safely with part of his load of 
civilians and had returned to pick 
up the rest. 

German troops rushing into the 
zone between the two main armies 
took over the ‘ambulance, but the 
driver, accompanied by several 
civilian refugees, hid in nearby 
woods. 

Miss Morgan’s unit had been 
taking civilians from the French 
Ardennes Department, but shifted 
to a village in the Aisne Depart- 
ment under pressure of Nazi aerial 
attacks. 

Miss Morgan helped the needy 
during the World War with her 
“American Committee for Devas- 
tated France.” 

Other Vehicles Hit. 


Ambulance Driver Jump was re- 
ported to be missing by official 
French reports to the American 
volunteers ambulance organization 
in Paris. 

Official French reports to the 
American volunteers ambulance or- 
ganization in Paris said the am- 
bulance was heavily shelled during 
a local action in the Sarreguemines 
sector of the Western Front several 
days Ago.

STRUGGLE FOR DUTCH 
‘INHERITANCE’ IN ASIA 


‘Arguments About Unlaw- 
fulness in Treatment of 
Small Countries Naive 
When Powers Fight.’ 


MOSCOW, May 16 (AP).—The 
Government newspaper Izvestia as- 
gerts the European war is turning 


into a world conflict which will 
goon envelop the Mediterranean 
area and the Balkans and involve 
the United States and Japan in the 
Pacific. 

“The imperialistic war begins to 
demand millions of victims,” the pa- 
per says today. “One billion, two 
hundred and fifty million men, or 
over one-half of mankind, already 
are drawn into the orbit of war in 

™ Europe and the Far East.” 

' Izvestia asserts that differences 
between the British-French bloc 
and Italy in the Mediterranean and 
the Near East have reached a state 
of “extreme acuteness.” 

“Contradictions between the Unit- 
ed States and Japan have been 
sharply aggravated,” it says, “in 
connection with the beginning of 
the struggle for the ‘Dutch inherit- 
ance’ in Asia. All arguments about 
lawfulness or unlawfulness in the 
treatment of small countries can 
appear only naive when the great 
imperialistic Powers wage a life 
and death war.” 

The Communist party paper, 
Pravda, says editorially that the 
plans of the British-French bloc 
had long provided for drawing Hol- 
land and Belgium into the war 
against Germany. 

Izvestia, too, supports the German 
assertion that Great Britain and 
France had been preparing an of- 
fensive across Holland and Belgium 
and that Germany bested the Allies 
by taking “her own countermeas- 
ures.” The editorial said: 

“The war of the British-French 
military bloc against Germany has 
entered a new stage. It acquires 
scope and dimensions exceeding in 
many respects the first imperialist 
war. It keeps developing accord-| 
ing to its own logic, which is wae 3 we 
stronger and more real than every A 2S ; : So ; $4):

Germany this 
time again took her own counter- 
measures, getting ahead of the Al- 
lies.

“The positions won by the Ger- 
man troops in Belgium and Holland 
again radically changed the stra- 
tegic situation to Germany's ad- 
vantage. The German army out- 
flanked the Maginot line. 

“Seizure of the Dutch coast leaves 
a distance of only about 300 ki o- 
meters (185 miles) between Ger- 
man aviation bases and London. 
High-speed bombers cover this dis- 
tance in half an hour. 

“By also possessing the Danish 
and Norwegian coasts, Germany ac- 
quires domination of the North Sea. 
German aviation ties down the 
great British navy, depriving it of 
the possibility of successful offen- 
sive actions, as was proved by the 
experience of the naval war in 
Scandinavia.”

HEAVY BOMBERS 


Predict Jack-of-All 
Trades Craft Will Emerge 
From War in Europe. 


LONDON, May 16 (AP).—A fast, 

t bomber for pursuit, attack or 
bombing—is said by military ex- 
perts to be likely to emerge from 
the present combat as the most ef- 
getive air war weapon. The old 
yeavy bombers are headed for 
gbsolescence, they say. 

Neutral strategists who have been 
gudying air fighting since the war 
gpened argued that it is becoming 
gore and more obvious from the 
gwiftness of the campaign in Nor- 
way and the Low Countries that 
the emphasis must be on speed. 

Fighters now in use which have 
that speed do not have range, arm- 
gment, or ability to carry bombs 
for harassing troops. Heavy, well- 
armed bombers, on the other hand, 


are too easy prey for home-based 
fighters and are too slow for mod- 
ern air warfare. 

The new jack-of-all-trades planes 
would be a kind of new model 
“cavalry.” They would have ex- 
treme mobility, the ability to attack 
and feint and the capacity to con- 
voy aerial troop transports and 
harass communications. supply 
lines and moving troops. 

The new British Beaufort, said 
to be proving particularly effective 
in the Low Countries campaign, 
is in line with the trend toward the 
use of a middleweight plane. The 
Defiant also is in the same direc- 
tion. It is a step up toward the 
middleweight class from lightweight 
planes, as the Beaufort is a step 
down from the heavyweight 
bomber.

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GREECE MOVES 
MEN 10 FRONTIER 
FAUING ALBANIA 


Reinforcement a Precaution 
As_ Britain Italy 
Jockey For Strategic 
Positions. 


and 


ATHENS, May 16 (AP).—Greece 
poured troop reinforcements today 


into its mountainous frontier region 
facing Italian-occupied Albania, 
just across the entrance of the 
Adriatic from the heel of the Ital- 
ian boot. 


Apparently the Greeks were feel- 
ing the pinch of Allied and Italian 
rivalry for strategic position in the 
Eastern Mediterranean. However, 
insecurity of communications from 
Athens, by way of Budapest, the 
channel of this dispatch, and per- 
haps Greek censorship obscured the 
full meaning of the troop move- 
ments. 


(The telephone connection from 
Athens to Budapest was broken in 
the middle of the dispatch.) 

It was reported anew, without 
confirmation, that Great Britain 
was pressing Greece for permis- 
sion to establish naval bases on 
Greek islands. 

The British-French battle fleet 
based at Alexandria, Egypt, had put 
to sea for “scheduled maneuvers” 
and this caused new uneasiness 
among the Greeks. Col. Papademas, 
Undersecretary of War and out- 
ranked only by Premier Gen. John 
Metaxas as head of Greece’s armed 
forces, arrived at the frontier re- 
gion of Yanina to take personal 
charge of general preparedness 
measures, 

The Yanina district on the Greek 

mainland is flanked at sea by the 
Greek island of Corfu, at the neck 
of the Adriatic, the Otranto Strait. 
Troops at Piraeus, near Athens, 
began embarking and disembark- 
ing exercises with infantry, cavalry, 
artillery aviation and engineering 
units participating. Similar exer- 
cises were to be conducted at other 
ports. 
An Alexandria dispatch said that 
thousands of Italians in Egypt were 
starting to liquidate their house- 
holds and businesses while official 
Italian sources there acknowledged 
that the situation was “delicate.” 


BACKGROUND: 

Greece, with Rumania and Tur- 
key, holds a promise of aid from 
Britain and France in case inde- 
pendence is threatened. 

Corfu, back of which the Greeks 
laid their frontier defenses, has 
been the object of Italian ambitions 
because of its dominating position— 
virtually a cork for the* Adriatic if 
fortified strongly enough. 

Reports that Britain was press- 
ing for bases on Corfu and other 
Greek islands had been circulated 
previously, some attributed to Ger- 
man sources, 

In 1939 the British got wind of 
reports that Italy was about to 
occupy Corfu to safeguard its 
Adriatic flank. They served notice 
on Mussolini that such a move 
would be an invitation to war. 
Italian warships shelled Corfu to 
occupy the island for a month in 
1923, in professed retaliation for 
assassination of an Italian official 
for which Italy held the Greek 
Government responsible. The Ital- 
ians withdrew when Greece paid 
$2,500,000 indemnity.

England and France have placed 
contracts this week for at least 
450,000 tons of semi-finished, fin- 
ished and shell steej, the paper says, 
as a result of the cutting off of 
these countries from Belgian and 
Luxembourg steel. Considerable 
business also has come from South 
America and domestic consumers 
are hastening to place contracts 
lest foreign business pre-empt ca- 
pacity. 

Foreign inquiries are piling up 
rapidly, the paper says, with the 
likelihood that substantial addi- 
tional tonnage will be ordered 
shortly.

night the German flag waved from 
the citadel of Longwy, France, and 
the city had been occupied—but 
there was no confirmation from 
German headquarters. Longwy is 
in the northeastern corner of 
France near the point where the 
French, Belgian and Luxembourg 
frontiers meet, about 40 miles air- 
line southeast of Sedan. 

The citadel is at the northern 
end of the main Maginot Line, 
which in this region gives way to 
the “little Maginot iine” facing 
Belgium.

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FIRE RISK FIRMS SEER 
UNCLAIMED PREMIUMS 


$2,360,000 Still in Hands of 
Insurance Superintendent Who 
Can’t Find Owners.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. May 
16. — Stock fire insurance com- 
panies which had a part in, liti- 
gation over a 10 per cent fire 
insurance rate reduction ordered 
by the State in .1922 put in a claim 
yesterday to any balance remain- 


ing in a $2,360,488 excess premium/ 


fund now in the hands of State 
Insurance Superintendent Ray B. 
Lucas, after payment of any law- 
ful claims against the fund. 

The companies filed a motion 
in Cole County Circuit Court ask- 
ing leave to intervene in a suit 
filed by Attorney-General McKit- 
trick last February which was 
designed to transfer the entire 
$2,360,488 fund to the State Treas- 
ury to be placed in the State school 
fund, 

In this motion and a cross-bill 
the companies asserted they were 
entitled to all of the excess prem- 
jums which are not refunded to 
policyholders. Virtually the en- 
tire $2,360,488 represents unclaimed 
funds, being excess premiums col- 
lected from policyholders during 
years of litigation, who did not 
file claims for. refunds or who 
cannot be located. 

The Attorney-General’s proceed- 
ing to escheat the $2,360,488 to the 
State was on the theory the right- 
ful owners of the fund have not 
filed claims and cannot be found, 
and it therefore belongs to the 
State, to be placed in the school 
fund. 

During seven years of litigation 
over the rate reduction, before it 
was upheld by the courts, the com- 
panies collected about $13;000,000 in 
excess premiums. After the reduc- 
tion was upheld, they refunded 
about $10,500,000 to the policyhold- 
ers who filed claims. 

The State then filed suit to com- 
pel the companies to account for 
and pay into court any unrefunded 
premiums, with interest. 

This restitution fund, paid into 
court after more litigation, amount- 
ed to $2,751,256. Over a period of 
about three years commissioners 
appointed by the Circuit Court, re- 
turned $100,977 in excess premiums 
‘and interest to policyholders who 
could be found and $289,789 was 
expended in administrative  ex- 
pense, costs and fees. The balance 
of $2,360,488 was turned over to the 
Insurance Superintendent last No- 
vember, under a Supreme Court 
order. 

Disposition of the fund by the 
Insurance Superintendent has been 
held up by litigation over claims 
of several attorneys for fees from 
the impounded fund.

Coyle asserted 75 per cent of the 
“700 to 750 bus drivers” belonged 
to the trainmen, who were desig- 
nated as the bargaining representa- 
tives in a NLRB board order 
March 10, 1939, which was reaf- 
firmed last April 20. 

Coyle said that terminals of the 
lines, which operate from Portland, 
Ore., to San Diego, and east to Salt 
Lake City and El Paso, would be 
picketed. 

He said that all men not on 
“strike detail” had been. ordered to 
stay away from company property.

a professional match right now.

Amateur of Long Standing. 


Richie made his debut here in 
the Golden Gloves tournament in 
February and surprised everybody 
with the boxing skill and punch 
he showed. So proficient was he 
in winning the championship that 
his amateur status was investigat- 
ed by A. A. U. and Golden Gloves 
officials. 

This probe brought to light the 
fact that Richie was an amateur, 
all right, and that he had learned 
to box in Joliet Penitentiary where 
he had gerved seven years from 
the time he was 19 years of age. 

Richie credits Jimmy Hill, an ex- 
boxer, and boxing instructor at 
Joliet, with helping him to learn 
his lessons so well. 

“I was always interested in box- 
ing,” said Richie after his bout 
with Standifer, “and I had a good 
chance to train and learn under 
Hill. There was a well-equipped 
gymnasium there and I took up the 
game. We had frequent bouts, so 
when I entered the Golden Gloves 
in February here, I knew what it 
was all about. 

“Then, too,” he went on, smiling 
wryly, “we didn’t get too much 
rich food, and that helped me keep 
in fine condition. I was a middle- 
weight then, but shortly after com- 
ing here I gained strength and be- 
came a light-heavyweight.”

witnessed was a typical one. 

I was on the Italian liner Egeo 
bound from Naples for Piraeus, 
Greece. We were at dinner when 
we noted the ship had come to a 
standstill. I heard someone say, 
“Tt’s a warship. They’ve stopped 
us.” 

A Sicilian army officer, returning 
to his post on the Island of Rhodes, 
rushed from the room.

The Supreme Court and Tradition. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE read with much interest the 

recent Post-Dispatch articles in which 
the decisions of the United States Su- 
preme Court have been discussed and 
analyzed. 

Each of them shows the record indi- 
cates that, for some time prior to the 
court as now constituted, the so-called 
conservative members of the old court 
had, in their decisions, indicated a tenden- 
cy to about-face in respect to their atti- 
tude toward their construction of the 
Federal and state constitutions, and also 
the court’s attitude toward the validity 
of enactments by Congress and the state 
Legislatures. 

I recently ran across a decision ren- 
dered in December, 1933, Funk vs. United 
States, 290 U. S. Supreme Court Reports, 
p. 371. ; 

The decision, written by Judge Suther- 
land, generally conservative, was con- 
curred in by Judges Van Devanter, Stone, 
Hughes, Cardozo, Roberts, Brandeis, with 
dissent by McReynolds and Butler. 

This case involves the competency of 
a wife to testify in behalf of her husband. 
While the point involved is not entirely 
material to the general discussion, the 
reasoning indicates that the old court 
did not feel there was any sacredness at- 
tached to the rule of “stare decisis.” 

In the Funk case the court held: 

1. The public policy of one generation 
may not, under changed conditions, be 
the public policy of another. 

2. The basis upon which all rules of law 
must rest, if they are to rest upon reason, 
is their adaptation to the successful de- 
velopment of the truth, and a rule of 
law, at one time thought necessary to the 
ascertainment of truth, should yield to 
the experience of a succeeding genera- 
tion whenever that experience has clearly 
demonstrated the fallacy or unwisdom of 
the old rule. 

3. The Federal courts may, in the ab- 
sence of congressional legislation on the 
subject, decline to enforce an ancient 
rule of the common law where conditions 
have fundamentally altered, and may de- 
clare and effectuate a rule in the light 
of such altered conditions without re- 
gard to what has previously been decided 
and. practiced. 

4. The common law is not immutable, 
but flexible, and, by its own principles, 
adapts itself to varying conditions.

mitted to the protection of a rich hemisphere against 
‘the attacks of the most powerful militarists the mod- 
ern world has seen. The wreckage of a half dozen 
nations in Europe is eloquent warning that the sanc- 
tions of civilization are no safeguard in this age. 

Neither, under conditions of modern warfare, are 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans adequate protection. 
Alaska is a stone’s throw from Russia; the Philip- 
pines lie beyond Japan; that part of South America 
‘below the Amazon is nearer to Europe and Northern 
Africa than to the continental United States. 

We are too proud to modify the Monroe Doctrine 
even if this could be shown to be a sound defense 
policy. So we must prepare to defend it against 
every eventuality, including a possible Allied defeat. 

The strain on our national finances, even on our 
form of government, is not to be blinked. Whereas 
we have been spending about 2 per cent of our na- 
tional income on defense, we will now be. arming 
against Powers which have been spending from 30 to 
60 per cent of their income for this purpose. 

It is not generally recognized how backward 
America is in armaments compared with leading 
European and Asiatic Powers. For example, the 
total trained and partly trained military manpower 
of the United States is estimated at 607,000—only 
half the army strength of even such third-rate Euro- 
pean Powers as Rumania and Yugoslavia. 

Nor is our equipment either adequate or up to 
date. Aside from aviation, we have almost no muni- 
tions industry. There is a time-lag of from one and 
a half to two and a half years between congressional 
appropriations and actual delivery of supplies. 

Our air force consists of 2800 planes of all classes, 
most of them outmoded by comparison with the 
best planes in use in the European war. There are 
experts who insist that even our new planes are in- 
ferior to those produced in Britain and France, which 
in turn are inferior to those being made by Germany. 

The fact that Germany, with all her Nazi effi- 
ciency, is now producing only about 2300 planes a 
month is a measure of the demand the President 
is making on our own industry when he asks that it 
be geared up to a eapacity of 50,000 planes a year. 

The task of arming against the dictators chal- 
lenges the physical and mental energies of America. 
We must recognize the revolution which Germany 
and Italy have worked in the technology of warfare 
and not make the mistake of the British in main- 
taining a phlegmatic trust in battleships as opposed 
to airplanes. 

There seems to be little question but that money 
can be best expended for the present upon aircraft, 
aircraft carriers and anti-aircraft guns. These are 
the weapons by which we can best prevent the land- 
ing of troops in this hemisphere. 

There are questions of organization which cry for 
attention. Army promotions need to be based more 
on ability and less on seniority and on army politics. 

The proposal for creation of a department of na- 
tional defense, co-ordinating the army, navy and a 
greatly expanded and independent air division, has 
a great deal to recommend it. So has the proposal 
to replace the six congressional committees now con- 
tending for defense appropriations with one joint 
congressional defense committee. 

In recent years, we have stored 18 billion dollars 
of idle gold in a hole in the Kentucky hills, blissfully 
ignoring the necessity of accumulating stores of stra- 
tegic war materials. It is high time to spend a few 
hundred millions of this idle gold to acquire reserves 
of manganese, rubber, tin, vanadium, antimony, 
chromium, mercury, and other critical materials in 
which we are either deficient or wholly lacking. 

The time to prepare is now. It is the only way to 
be protected against unthinkable humiliations in case 
the British and French meet defeat. Entry into 
the armamegt marathon, even when limited to the 
needs of continental defense, is an unpleasant pros- 
pect, but it is inescapable. There is no time to lose. 
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THE TERMINAL’S DIESEL ENGINES. 

The Terminal Railroad Association’s announcement 
that it has ordered 10 Diesel-electric locomotives for 
delivery within 60 days is local news of the best sort. 
The only way to appreciate what they will mean to 
the downtown atmosphere next winter is to observe 
a Diesel locomotive at work in the Mill Creek Valley 
yards and contrast it with an old-style coal smoke 
and soot belcher on an adjoining track.

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AN HYSTERICAL PROPOSAL. 

Speaking over an NBC hookup, H. V. Kaltenborn 
Suggested Tuesday night that, in view of the critical 
condition of world affairs, the presidential election 
should be postponed this year and President Roose- 
velt continued in office by general consent. A sim- 
ilar proposal was made by Dorothy Thompson in a 
dispatch from Paris yesterday. 

The suggestion that our patriotism or our democ- 
racy are so weak that the nation’s safety can be 
assured only by a suspension of constitutional proc- 
esses is hardly worthy of serious notice. If we have 
reached the point where it is necessary to -suspend 
elections even in peacetime, democratic government 
has become feeble indeed. 

In 1864, when the Union was battling for its life 
in a civil war, Lincoln was advised by some of his 
friends that he could not be re-elected President. 
But this did not deter him from: going through with 
the election, which he of course Won. 

If Lincoln had the faith and the courage to adhere 
to the rules of self-government when the country 
was undergoing the strain of the form of war which 
threatens a nation worst, then it is palpably un- 
worthy to suggest that we should toss the Constitu- 
tion on the scrapheap in time of peace. 

That this is a critical moment for democracy, no 
one doubts. But this is all the more reason for in- 
sisting that we adhere to democratic forms and reject 
all proposals which would set a precedent for irregu- 
lar or dictatorial government. 
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DELAYED TRIUMPH. 

After noting how the jittery stock and grain 
markets have been behaving in the last few days, 
it seemed quite timely to find, in a bulletin that 
reached our desk, a headline reading: “Triumph of 
American Capitalism Postponed.” Nothing especial- 
ly surprising about that, but it did seem rather 
bluntly stated. 

Another glance showed, however, that this was 
not a political or economic estimate, but merely 
Simon & Schuster’s way of announcing a changed 


publication date for a new book, “The Triumph of 
American Capitalism.” The happy event is now set 
for October, if anyone cares to read special sig- 


nificance into it. 
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WARNING OF THE LAMB EPISODE. 

The Board of Education acted wisely in deciding, 
at its meeting Tuesday night, to defer for a week 
ita election of a new Superintendent of Instruction. 
In view of the serious charges that had been made 
against Leland H. Lamb, who had been chosen for 
the post at a board caucus last week, time for in- 
vestigation was clearly in order. The board’s de- 
cision had a prompt sequel yesterday: Mr. Lamb’s 
withdrawal from further consideration. 

In the circumstances, this is perhaps a fortunate 
turn for the board and the school system. The 
charges were neither proved nor disproved, but 
Lamb’s withdrawal before they could be inves- 
tigated will lead many citizens to conclude his elim- 
ination is for the best. 

So the board is now back approximately where 
it was when the Advisory Committee submitted its 
nominations, with this exception: it has learned 
the absolute necessity of a careful investigation of 
its own before electing a new superintendent. 

As the situation stands, one possible danger of 
an unwise choice has been averted, but another 
such danger looms on the ‘horizon. The boom for 
George L. Hawkins, the Acting Superintendent, was 
scotched by exposure of the tactics being used to 
promote it, but the boom was not killed. 
there may be a temptation for board members to 
throw up their hands after thé Lamb episode, and 
to see in the choice of Hawkins®an easy way to 
rid themselves of a knotty problem. 

The facts, however, remain as previously stated, 
anal as underscored by majority opinion: What the 
public school system needs is a clean sweep and a 
fresh start, to get rid permanently of all the scan- 
dals exposed in recent months, Only an outstand- 
ing administrator from outside the system, an in- 
dependent man in no way connected with the ugly 
past, can do this job. 

By every logical standard, the Hawkins candi- 
dacy is as dead an issue as is Lamb’s. But there 
are still available four outstanding educators, rec- 
ommended by the Advisory Committee after a 
thorough canvass. It is the board’s duty to weigh 
them carefully, then to investigate the preferred 
candidate’s record in full detail. 

On such a crucial matter, every precaution must 
be taken to prevent an unwise choice. The board 
showed sound discretion in its bandling of the 
Lamb matter, and the public expects it to follow 
through in reaching its final decision. 
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THOSE PRANKISH MILLES FIGURES. 

St. Louisans are accepting the Aloe Plaza fountain 
with equanimity, as we noted the other day, except 
for the complaint of a citizen who got wet from the 
high-flying jets of water. But those river creatures 
of Carl Milles’ imagining are-full of pranks; if they 
can’t create excitement merely by their cavortings 
at the wedding party, they use other tactics. 

So they hexed the electrical motor whieh operates 
the fountain, made it burst into smoke and flame, 
and then stop running. The firemen came with 
sirens shrieking, and the Milles statuary had made 
news again. For it is news when a fountain catches 
fire, and also when the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers run out of water. Those imps of the fountain, 
in their urge to attract attention, deliberately dis- 
obeyed Papa Milles’ parting order: “Play all day, 
do your duty and behave well.” It can’t be that 
they bewitched the works just as a favor to that 
citizen who objects to the unexpected showers. 

OHIO AND WEST VIRGINIA PRIMARIES. 

State Democratic prospects in Ohio are in no way 
brightened by the nomination of Martin L. Davey 
for Governor. Davey’s two previous terms in that 
office were noisy affairs, characterized by investiga- 
tions and scandals. His handling of old-age assist- 
ance was such as to cause Federal authorities to 
withhold $1,300,000, which the Ohio delegation in 
Congress is still trying to obtain. 

Before that row had quieted down, Davey’s po- 
litical aids got into a jam over campaign kickbacks 
by firms which did business with the Ohio Relief Ad- 
ministration. Still more trouble developed around 
alleged levies, for political purposes, on civil service 
employes. Davey was the storm center, and his de- 
feat for renomination two years ago was no surprise. 

Nor will Ohio Democrats find encouragement in 
the fact that they have polled fewer votes than Re- 
publicans. If the Republicans could elect a Repub- 
lican Governor and a Republican Senator in 1938, 
when the Democrats led in the primary, the Republi- 
can situation would seem to be much stronger now 
that they have taken the lead in a primary. A fur- 
ther Democratic handicap is the voluntary retire- 
ment of Senator Vic Donahey, one of the best Demo- 
cratic vote-getters in Ohio history. 

The West Virginia primary was marked by the 
defeat of Senator Rush D. Holt, who became some- 
thing of a national figure six years ago when elected 
before he had attained the constitutional age. 

His retirement is loss to neither State nor nation. 
There was promise in this youngest of Senators, but 
almost immediately he made himself obnoxious to 
virtually everyone. His war on the New Deal had 
all the color of personal opposition. Taking his cue 
from factional squabbles in West Virginia, he fought 
the Roosevelt administration after the manner of a 
small boy with a bean shooter. 

Senator Holt is the second member of the present 
Senate to continue to serve after a primary defeat, 
Senator Burke having been rejected by the Nebraska 
Democrats last month. We have abolished the lame- 
duck Congress, but we have not eliminated the lame- 
duck lawmaker. 
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MEANING OF THE FIGHT AGAINSTCAA TRANSFER. 

The fight to preserve the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority as an independent agency has been lost, but 
the opposition to the transfer undoubtedly will have 
its good effects. The Roosevelt administration and, 
in particular, the Department of Commerce, of which 
the CAA is now to be a part, must be impressed with 
the fact that there is strong and vocal sentiment for 
continuing the measures taken to achieve the excel- 
lent record of aviation progress and safety which 
has been made under the CAA. 

It is now the responsibility of the Department of 
Commerce to prove that it is equal to its charge. 
Meanwhile, Missouri can take real satisfaction in 
the votes of Senators Clark and Truman. By op- 
posing the transfer, they helped to demonstrate the 
intense conviction that politics must not be allowed 
to hobble the remarkable advance of air transporta- 


tion in recent years.

S66 UNIS, Djibouti, Nice, Suez” has been 
T brought up again and again in Italy’s 
controlled press in an effort to 
arouse popular enthusiasm for the ambitions 
of Mussolini. 

Dozens of officially inspired books have 
been published during the past two or three 
years to expkain the need for colonial expan- 
sion; tens of thousands of lectures demand- 
ing colonies have been delivered; an infinite 
number of posters, showing the empire that 
should be, have been pasted on almost every 
wall in town and village. 

Yet if there is one thing that is certain 
about Italy it is that the overwhelming mass 
of population—at least 90 per cent of the 
total, I would estimate—abhor war more 
than any other evil in the world. They do 
not want to enter any war—least of all a 
war against Britain on the side of Germany. 

No less important is the fact that the tra- 
ditional hatred for the Tedesco (German) 
burns as briskly as ever in the breast of 
every Italian except a few high dignitaries. 

Half a dozen years of incessant propa- 
ganda have been sufficient only to veil that 
hatred, but not to hide it. One does not 
have to be very long in Italy to see concrete 
manifestation of this spirit. 

Unable any longer to express their views 
in the press and in extemporaneous speeches 
on the piazzas, Ital- 
jans have developed a 
unique method for let- 
ting Mussolini know 
their real feelings dur- 
ing every crisis. 

It should be explained 
that it is common 
knowledge in Italy that 
the first report Il Duce 
hears every morning is 
a summary of telephone 
conversations through- 
out Italy during the 
previous 24 hours. Po- 
lice chiefs in every 
town and village report 
every evening to their 
district authorities on 
telephone conversations ! 
overheard; the latter summarize those re- 
ports to their superiors, until finally the re- 
ports come to Rome. 

Knowing this, Italians started phoning 
utter strangers merely to express their feel- 
ings.over the official policy. To make dou- 
bly certain that they would be overheard, 
thousands began to call foreign correspond- 
ents, old enemies of the regime and other 
people whose lines are always tapped. 

Il Duce, usually a clear-headed statesman 
with both ears to the ground, is not igno- 
rant of the unpopularity of his foreign pol- 
icy.

Only the prospects of an immediate Ger- 
man victory could bring about a real change 
in Italian opinion. Then, however, such a 
change would be dictated by pure self- 
interest. not emotional and intellectual sym- 
pathies. Indeed, the thing which always 
impressed most in Italy was the way the 
overwhelming majority of the people have 
kept their heads and how little they have 
been affected by 20 years of relentless and 
incessant Fascist propaganda. 

The overwhelming majority of the people 
like their Caesar, because many of his in- 


ternal policies have proved wise and healthy. 
But they have retained their sharp critical 


the regime—which is another way of say- 
ing that Italians are still one of the most 
civilized and cultured people in the world. 

Could Mussolini throw his people into a 
war on the side of his axis partner? I can 
answer this question no better than in the 
words of a high military officer in Rome. 
“Yes,” my friend said when I asked this 
question, “Mussolini could—but I will not 
say for how long.” And Mussolini knows 
this, better perhaps than any other man. 
He may gesticulate; he may threaten; he 
may hold military and other conversations 
with the Germans; but unless convinced that 
the Allied cause is beyond hope of salvation, 
or unless he has lost his grip on the situa- 
tion—a possibility not to be excluded—he 
will do nothing more. 

This attitude of the Italian people should 
not, however, blind us to the undeniable fact 
that Italy confronts very serious social and 
economic problems which could not be 
solved under the pre-war international or- 
der. Undeniable is it also that the “pluto- 
cratic” democracies, the great empires, cyn- 
ically disregarded Italian claims and turned 
a deaf ear to her pleas. Unless Italy is to 
remain a volcano, provision for a solution of 
those problems will have to be made. 

. . . 

There is no escaping the fact that Italy is 
terribly over-populated. The soil is poor; 
40 per cent is mountainous and of small 
agricultural value; it lacks nearly all of the 
raw materials necessary for industry. It is 
estimated that with the utmost endeavor 
Italy can furnish a decent standard of liv- 
ing for only 30,000,000. However, at present 
the population is close to 45,000,000. 

Mussolini knows that poverty, in spite 
of hard work and frugality, is the basic Ital- 
ian problem. Unfortunately, his imperialis- 
tic methods can no more solve the question 
than the superior attitude of the Allies. 

His demand for colonies, for strategic 
footholds and for control of the Mediterra- 
nean is pure imperialism. Far from aiming 
to provide a more abundant life for the 
masses, he has only made them poorer by 
diverting tremendous energies to useless 
colonial adventures and militarism. 

Italy’s social and economic problems are 
real and pressing and deserve careful at- 
tention. Italy deserves much more sympa- 
thy than she has been able to obtain. But 


it is clear also that those grievances con- | 


stitute a poor justification for I] Duce’s im- 
perialist policies, nor will those policies 
materially help in solving basic problems. 

If anything, the Italian people, already 
subsisting on one of the lowest standards of 
living to be found in Europe, will find their 
standard of living depressed further as a 
result of the vain adventures. 

Italy’s problem can be solved only through 
a fundamental reformation in the whole 
colonial system and in Europe’s economic 
arrangement. Such a reformation, many 
Italians suspect, is unthinkable if Germany 
wins, with or without Il Duce’s support.

WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP).— 
Chief Justice Charles E. Hughes 
told the American Law Institute,

“I¢ democratic constitutions are 
to survive,” he said in an address, 
“it will not be simply by maintain- 
ing majority rule and by _ swift 
adaptations to the demands of the 
moment, but by the dominance of 


a sense of justice which will not 
long survive if judicial processes 
do not conserve it.” 

The annual session of the insti- 
tute also heard from President 
Roosevelt who declared in a letter 
that law “must be adjusted, as 
nearly as possible, to the require- 
ment of shifting social and eco- 
nomic conditions.” 

“We must always bear in mind,” 
he wrote, “that the law is not a 
detached science, but is the hand- 
maiden of society.”

‘Sweetbreads in Salad. 
Sweetbreads make delicious sal- 
le Clean, parboil, chill, and 
cube the sweetbreads. Marinate 
in French dressing one hour, Com- 
bine in one of the following com- 
binations: 

Sweetbreads, diced canned pine- 
apple, mayonnaise. 
Sweetbreads, diced cucumber in 
chilled tomato cup, 
Sweetbreads, diced cooked chick- 


iy 


Sweetbreads are unusually well 
suited to a luncheon party because 
of the delicate flavor and the va- 
riety of tempting ways of serving 
sweetbreads, This delicacy is real- 
ly a very easily prepared food and 
is usually quite reasonably priced. 
Of course, there is no waste to 
sweetbreads, so that the purchase 
price is for an entirely edible 
product. 

In buying sweetbreads, you will 
find different types on the market. 
These may be either beef or veal 
and the size varies considerably. 
Large pieces, over six or seven 
ounces, are sold as “pari stock” and 
are recommended for whole-baked 
service. Medium sized, three to 
four ounce pieces are put up in 
pails. These are excellent for indi- 
vidual servings and for general use. 
The small pieces of “patty stock” 
are of good quality and are suit- 
able for creamed dishes, salads, etc, 
In some markets you may find neat 
One-pound packages of both beef 
and veal patty sweetbreads with 
the cooking directions given on the 
package. 

For preparation, sweetbreads 
should .be parboiled as soon as re- 
ceived in the kitchen. Remove 
loose membranes, cover sweet- 
breads with cold water to which 
has been added one-half tablespoon 
lemon juice or one tablespoon vine- 
gar. Soak one-half hour. Drain 
and cover with boiling water, al- 
lowing one teaspoon salt to each 
quart of water. Simmer 20 min- 
utes; remove from heat and cool. 
Remove all membrane, Keep cov- 
ered in refrigerator until ready to 
use. Because the flavor of sweet- 
breads is so delicate, the parboiled 
sweetbreads may be marinated for 
an hour in French dressing before 
they are to be broiled, sauted, fried 
or baked. 

Fried Sweetbreads. 

Cut parboiled sweetbreads, mari- 
nated or plain, in half. Dry thor- 
oughly. Heat deep fat in a frying 
kettle to 360 degrees. Dip sweet- 
breads first in sifted crumbs, then 
in beaten egg, then again in 
crumbs. Fry in hot fat until 
golden brown (about 10 minutes). 
Drain on paper. Serve hot with 
tartar sauce or creamed vegetable. 

Sweetbreads en Brochette. 

Slice the parboiled sweetbreads 
about one inch’ thick. Season. 
Thread on skewers alternately 
with one-inch slices of bacon. 
Brush with melted butter. Broil 
slowly (10 to 15 minutes). Turn 
to brown, Serve on the hot but- 
tered toast. 

Baked Sweetbreads., 

Season, egg and crumb parboiled 
sweetbreads. Place in a lightly 
greased pan, lay over them thin 
slices of bacon or salt pork. Bake 
in a moderate oven (850 degrees) 25 
minutes. Baste the sweetbreads 
several times... Serve with browned 
pineaple slices. 

Creamed Sweetbreads. 

Patty sweetbreads are suitable 
for this purpose.

CHANGE IN SPA 
OF GOVERNMENT 


Declares, in « Indianapolis 
Speech, Rulers Must Be 
Servants, Not Masters of 


People. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 16 
(AP).—America must have for the 
next four years “a government 
which regards itself as the servant 
of the people, not its master,” Wen- 
dell L. Willkie, New York utility 
executive, told the Indiana State 
Bankers’ Association in convention, 
here last night. 

“The love and magnanimity that 
must be an essential part of gov- 
ernment are not a part of the pres- 
ent administration, and without it 
there can be no such thing as a 
liberal faith,” said Willkie, who is 
& candidate for the Republican 
nomination for President. “So I 
say to you that in the next four 
years we must have not only a 
change inthe technique of govern- 
ment, but a change in its spirit. 

“We must have a government 
which regards itself as the servant 
of the people, not its master, a 
government without prejudice, a 
government..under which we can 
move forward again as a united 
nation, men of confidence, men of 
hope, men of goodwill. 

“The basic principle of our for- 
eign policy every man knows; and 
that is that the United States must 
be strong and united at home. I 
think it is fair to say that those 
who have the peace of America at 
heart must want to do anything 
short of war which would strength- 
en the forces of France, England, 
Holland and Belgium. 

“As long as the Allied defenses 
hold, this country is reasonably se- 
cure from attack by any totalitari- 
an aggressor. As soon as the Allied 
defenses fall, our security will be 
at an end.” 

Willkie described the “important 
factor in this problem” as “the 
strength of American industry.” 

“What we must have in this 
country,” he asserted, “above ev- 
erything else, is prompt domestic 
recovery.” 

Willkie asserted the election of a 
Republican national administra- 
tion would result in subsequent 
modification of “some of the regu- 
latory laws that have proved too 
burdensome upon the people.” 

The Republicans “would certain- 
ly propose greater economy in gov- 
ernment *and attempt to give the 
country an honest budget,” he 
added. 

“The Government itself consti- 
tutes the one single factor that has 
prolonged this depression,” Willkie 
declared,

Treasury Head Sees No Need at 


Present to Divert $2,000,000,000 
to National Defense. 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau said today he “did not yet en- 
visage an emergency reat enough 
to warrant” use of the two billion 


dollars in the stabilization fund in 


financing new defense measures. 


Such use of the fund has been 


discussed in congressional circles as 
@ means of avoiding either enact- 


ment of new taxes or a boost in the 
debt limit. 

Morgenthau said that the fund, 
originally set up to stabilize the ex- 
change value of the American dol- 
lar in foreign money markets, was 
a “nest egg” to be diverted from its 
original purpose only in case of 
grave emergency. It is virtually in- 
active at present, because war ne- 
cessities have caused four of the 
five countries which co-operated in 
stabilization to suspend such opera- 
tions. 

Partners with the Wnited States 
in a stabilization agreement made 
in 1936 were England, France, Bel- 
gium, Holland and Switzerland.

STAY-OUT-OF-WAR RESOLUTION 
BY Ci0 STEEL CONVENTION 


Chicago Session Votes for Defense 
Against Invasion, but Opposes 
Any Intervention in Europe. 
CHICAGO, May 16 (AP),—Oppo- 
sition to American intervention in 
foreign wars was voiced today by 
the CIO Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee which, however, de- 
clared: 
“It shall ever be our purpose as 
Americans to defend our country 
and our free institutions against 
foreign invasion, Organized steel 
workers of the nation will support 
our Government in any emergency.” 
The war resolution, passed unan- 
imously after 15 minutes debate at 
the union’s second international 
convention, declared “labor wants 
no war or any part of it” and “it 
must ever be the purpose of the 
United States to remain out of 
these (foreign) wars.”

WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP).— 
The House Immigration Committee 
approved yesterday a bill to deport 
Harry Bridges to Australia—an un- 


precedented measure for Congress 
to take against an individual. 
Representative Allen (Dem.), 
Louisiana, of the committee, who 
sponsored the legislation, described 
it as “a new and untried route to 
rid the United States of alien en- 
emies within” and expressed con- 
fidence of its constitutionality. 
“Abundant evidence was _ intro- 
duced to show that Bridges was a 
Communist,” Allen declared. “Why 
dilly dally around about it? Con- 
gress should, by its own mandate, 
deport alien radical agitators. We 
do not want a repetition here of 
what happened through treachery 
in Norway, Belgium and Holland.”

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Heart Action 
Stimulated by 
Use of Coffee

HE controversy as to whether 

coffee is beneficial or harmful 

cannot be settled dogmatically. 
The active ingredient of coffee, 
caffeine, is a dfug which is used 
in medicine for definite purposes. 
It is a heart stimulant. It is use- 
ful in shock and the depression 
following surgical operations. 

Its fundamental action is proba- 
bly to increase the amount of 
blood put out by the heart, and it 
is this increased blood flow alone 


which, going through the brain, in- 
duces mental stimulation. Caffeine 


does not harm the kidneys, al- 
though it is often thought by those 
who do not study carefully that the 
increased output of urine is harm- 
ful. The increased output of urine 
is due simply to the increase of 
blood flow through the kidneys. On 
the heart muscle, caffeine has a 


very beneficial action because it 
increases the nutrition of the heart 
muscle. For this reason it should 
be advocated as a regular beverage 
in moderate quantities for middle- 
aged people. ‘ 

Muscular response to coffee has 
been measured. It was found in 
normal young men, whose reaction 
to a given stimulus was measured 
beforehand, that after drinking cof- 
fee their reactions were two to six 
per cent more rapid. 

Naturally for any drug, it must 
be said that if used immoderately, 
the effect is bad. Just what consti- 
tutes immoderate intake is a ques- 
tion of temperament. People are 
not all made alike. Some have 
stable nervous systems; some are 
of the thick-skinned variety; others 
are temperamental, unstable, with 
nerves set on a hair trigger. For 
the last class, coffee has no proper 
use. 

It may be put down as axiomatic 
that if coffee makes you nervous it 
is not good for you. 


x * * 


COFFEE SHOULD certainly not 
be given to children below the age 
of 10 years and I would even say 
15 years. They do not need the 
stimulation. Their hearts and brain 
are young and active and coffee 
would induce a false need for stim- 
ulation. 

High blood pressure is no con- 
tra-indication of coffee, according 
to Doctor Stieglitz. He believes 
that patients with high blood pres- 
sure should be allowed coffee in 
the morning if they are used to it, 
although he forbids its use in the 
afternoon or evening. 

Occasionally one finds a person 
with an irritable heart who gets 
palpitation from the use of coffee. 
Here, again, common sense would 
contra-indicate is use. 

Coffee can be decaffeinized. The 
decaffeinized coffees contain a very 
small percentage of caffeine, so 
small as to be negligible. For peo- 
ple who are habituated to the 
taste and smell of a cup of cof- 
fee, these beverages can be recom- 
monded.

She 
claims this is due to her daily 
routine of stretching exerecises 
which keeps her body limber for 
her dancing. 

Miss Powell warns women and 
girls who have not exercised 
much, to avoid straining their 
bodies from too violent exercis- 
ing. She cited several cases where 
girls have suffered,from a too 
strenuous reducing schedule. They 
were indifferent to exercise for 
years and then suddenly decided 
to bump off the extra pounds. 
Their muscles were tense and 
could not stand the sudden strain 
and rebeled by becoming extreme- 
ly tender to any stretching. Thus 
the schedules were interrupted 
and a few of them walked around 
with limps for several days! 

If you are one who wishes to 
exercise for beauty, and if you 
have not limbered recently, you 
must do so before adopting any 
exercise schedule. 

Lie on the floor on your back. 
Raise the upper part of your body 
to a sitting position without any 
assistance and bend forward to 
grasp your ankles with your hands. 
Then pull down your head until it 
touches the calves of your legs. 
This limbers your spine and it will 
be difficult to do quickly and easily 
at first. But keep practicing and 
when you have mastered it take 
the next step. 

Lie on your back on the floor as 
you did in the first movement and 
raise your body without any assist- 
ance and touch your head to your

Helping Slow 
Child Do. His 
Work Faster 


By Angelo Patri 


HE slow child has a slow mind. 

Minds, and by that term we 

mean the power of thought, are 
set to rhythm. Some work to a 
very fast one, some to a slow one. 
It is this slower rhythm that sets 
the pace for the child’s reaction 
to people and to work and play 
and to life in general. 

The truly slow child is slow in 
hearing. Don’t shout at him, 
ever. Shouting at a. slow child 
blurs his mind’s action. clouds his 
thinking, and brings confusion 
upon him. His reactions are 
slower, if possible, than before. 


When you are dealing with a. 


slow child make sure to catch his 
attention before you tell him what 
you want him to know. Get his 
eye on your face, but not by com- 
manding him to look you in the 
eye. That is fatal. Speak to him 
and wait. The pause gives him 
the time he needs. His mind will 
work at its own rhythm, he will 
get the idea and attend to you. 
Now, in clear, gentle speech, 
tell him, slowly, what you want 
him to do. Then give him time 
again to get started. Once such 
a child is halted he must be al- 


‘lowed to gather power to start 


again. Don’t tell him to hurry. 
By keeping still and turning your 
attention: apparently, away from 
him, you will enable him to start 
under his own power, and with 
more effect. By pressing him to 
hurry, by scolding him and call- 
ing him names like “slow poke,” 
you delay him and scatter his 
forces beyond his recall. 

Slow children are born slow and 
remain slower than the faster 
person whom he irritates. Given 
time to gather ideas and execute 
them in his daily experiences he 
learns the penalties of slowness 
and will, if he possibly can man- 
age, speed himself to practical 
speeds. But she will always be 
more’ deliberate than most other 
people, which is not too bad any 
way you take it. 


x * 


THERE ARE degrees of slow- 
ness. Deliberation can be drawn 
out into vacuity. But not by healthy 
people. When dealing with chil- 
dren so slow that they lose the 
idea in the time they take to put 
it into action and are content to 
let it be so, call in the aid of the 
child specialist. Something is 
seriously wrong with such a con- 
dition and sometimes medical at- 
tention given early, helps greatly. 

Between the maddeningly de- 
liberate child who will smooth 
out the last wrinkle in his stock- 
ing while the last bell rings and 
the child who considers an idea 
so long that it fades from his 
mind, there are many chjldren of 
varying degrees of slowness. Their 
idosyncrasies must be considered. 

Don’t drive any child beyond 
his normal rate of speed. He soon 
shows what that is, and the teach- 
er and the school, the parents and 
the home must for a time keep 
step with that rhythm, If it is 
so slow that it costs the child too 
much in terms of work and pleas- 
ure, speed it up by setting a de- 
sirable goal for him to reach in 
a set time. Don’t ask for com- 
plete ,speed rates at the start. 
Work toward them gradually and 
without obvious eagerness. Slowly 
and surely edge him along toward 
the common rate of speed. But 
dont force that speed. 

No child can work faster than 
his mind works. Step carefully 
when you enter there.

Meant to Be?

HAT became of that daunt- 
W...:: adventurer you planned 

to be at 18—that valiant cru- 
sader who was going to clean up 
the town? What happened to the 
poet or artist who sang in your 
16-year-old heart? Where have they 
gone, those shining ones—The Peo- 
ple We Meant to Be? And who 
drove them away? 

Something stirs in you as you 
read these questions, doesn’t it... 
something wedges in your throat. 
And the old self-pity wells over. 

“I never had a chance to be 
what I wanted to be,” you say re- 
belliously. “How can you be an 
artist when you've got to do your 
own housework, with three crying 


kids? Or an adventurer when you 
haven't even the price of-a taxi 
ride—much less a trip to the Pole? 
... « It wasn’t my fault my dreams 
didn’t come true. I just never had 
the breaks.” 

I wonder! I’ve said the same 
things myself and believed them. 
But I’ve a hunch now that I was 
just selling myself a slick alibi. 
For I’ve yet to see the human who 
couldn’t have all the breaks he 
could use—if he was willing to 
pay the price for them. 

There’s a haunting passage in 
that beautiful, terrible book by 
Antoine de Saint Exupery, “Wind, 
Sand and Stars.” ...As you may 
know, the book is the story of 
Exupery’s own experiences as an 
air pilot, flying the French and 
African mail ... his crash in the 
Sahara ... the horror and heli of 
the Spanish war. Unforgettable 
writing. Read it if you have to 
pass up lunches for a month. 

The story opens on the ecstatic 
thoughts of the young Antoine as 
he taxis to his first assignment. 
The night is not large enough to 
hold his pride and eagerness. How 
wonderful life is! How endlessly 
generous with its offerings! Why 
should anyone ever become wiz- 
ened ,or weary? But even as he 
marvels, he notices the dulled 
faces of the defeated men who jolt 
along with him in the old bus. 
What had happened to such men 
to dim the vision they, too, must 
have had as boys? 

How had life failed them? As 
though in warning, his own heart 
gives the answer—Nothing has 
happened to them ... and there- 
in lay their tragedy. They had 
refused to let anything happen 
lest it disturb their security. Life 
had not failed them ... They had 
failed life. 

“Like a termite,” the young pilot 
thinks pityingly, “you built your 
peace by blocking up with cement 
every chink and cranny through 
which the light might pierce. You 
rolled yourself up into a ball in 
your genteel security, in routine, in 
the stifling conventions of provin- 
cial life, raising a modest ram- 
part against the wind and stars. 
. .« Now the clay of which you were 
shaped has dried and hardened and 
naught in you will ever awaken 
the sleeping musician, the poet, the 
astronomer that possibly inhabited 
you in the beginning.” 

Why don’t we become the peo- 
ple we “meant to be”? That’s why. 
We block up the chinks... we shut 
out the wind and the stars. And 
the shining dreamer within us, 
slowly smothers! 

Then we call our cowardly cau- 
tion “good sense.” Down with 
good sense! Take a chance on 
yourself—and live! 


Work Is His Favorite Pastime 


Jose Ruben, Municipal Opera's New Stage Director, Has No Time for Hobbies

RK for the cast of the Mu- 
nictpal Opera this summer 
should be interesting, but it 

isn't going to be what the school 


kiddies call a snap course, we're 
warning them in advance. Not 
only is Jose Ruben, the new stage 
director, a former actor, he is also 
a former lawyer, which means he 
should know the answer to every- 
thing. Add to this legal-acting-di- 
recting experience an early educa- 
tion under the strict Jesuit priests 
in France and early theatrical 
training under Sarah Bernhardt, 
and you will see that Rupen got 
accustomed to taking orders long 
before he started giving them, 
which is his chief occupation now. 

“IT don’t really care much for 
acting,” he admitted during our 
luncheon interview at the Ameri- 
can Hotel. “I do it occasionally 
because I don’t want to get rusty. 
I don’t want to turn into a theoreti- 
cal director and I think the feel 
of the boards keeps you attuned 
to the needs of the actors.” 

There was a slight pause as the 
director changed from one pair of 
horn-rimmed giasses to another 
and spent a few moments attacking 
an order of calf brains. 

“When I first entered the the 
ater,” he continued in an accent 
more British than American—for 
he perfected his English in London 
—“it was not accepted as an honor- 
able profession. One was a black 
sheep and I was the first black 
sheep in our family. My father 
died when I was young and my 
mother had wanted me to become 
a lawyer. Once, when I had 
reached the age of discretion, I 
asked her point blank why she was 
so determined that I be a lawyer. 
Her answer was, ‘You are never at 
a loss for words, and you always 
Seem to. be right.” 

oe 

66@WAS brought up under the 
[Zisciptine of the Jesuits, and 
in those days you entered their 
institution as a child and left, pre- 
sumably a man. I started on my 
downpath in the theater almost im- 
mediately. I was six and one-half 
when the Jesuits gave their annual 
play and I was cast as a little 
Christian martyr whose parents had 
been thrown in the lions’ den. After 
the arena was cleared, this little 
tot was to come in, look round 
wonderingly, and walk off. That 
was all the instructions they gave 
me, but that didn’t suit my imag- 
ination. So when I came into the 
arena I spotted a bit of rag on 
the floor, picked it up, and imag- 
ined it was a remnant of my poor 
mother’s dress. I burst into tears 
and ran off, calling her. The audi- 
ence reaction was so great that 
then and there I told myself that 

was my job, as an actor. 

“However, I didn’t tell my mother 
right away. I worked very hard 
with the Jesuits, taking my doctor 
of philosophy degree when I was 
16, and then studied law at the 
Sorbonne, getting my diploma there 
at the age of eighteen and one-half. 
The hitch then was that if you 
were past 20 you weren’t eligible to 
the acting school in Paris, so I 
broke the sad news to my mother 
that although I had gone to school 
and taken my degree as she wished, 
now I had to get busy if I wanted 
to get under the wire. I went to 
the acting school and as soon as 
I had graduated, joined Sarah 
Bernhardt’s company. When my 
mother realized I had gone into 
the theater, not for gaiety or pretty 
girls but because I took it seriously 


as a profession, she approved of 
..” 

The legendary Sarah—who was 
in that year, 1910, 68 years old, and 
making one of her many farewell 
tours to America—is not one of 
the fondest memories of Ruben's 
theatrical career, probably because 
he saw her behind the footlights 
and not in front of them. 


“At the risk of seeming an in- 
grate,” he mused, “I will say that 
she was the embodiment of the 
theory that a sense of showmanship 
goes far in the theater. Her per- 
sonality was shown by her motto, 
‘Quand Memée,’ which means, ‘In 
spite of all.’ I stayed with her 
¢four years and when I decided to 
stay here at the end of the tour, 
she was furious—called me all sorts 
of names. However, when I went 
on board ship to see the others off, 
she called me to her. I expected 
another scolding, and her tongue 
lashings were merciless, but to my 
amazement she said, ‘My little Reu- 
ben, perhaps you are right. You 
speak English, you know your busi- 
ness. There may be a career for 
you here and I wish you luck.’ 

“T was soon glad I had stayed, 
because in my first play, ‘Garden 
of Allah,’ I, a young stranger with 
a secondary part received very kind 
notices.” 

After “Garden of Allah,” Ruben

In 
Boston, J. J. came to see it and 
said, “‘That’s the one we do tonight,’ 
and I made my debut as a director. 

“T continued directing after that, 
doing ‘A Wonderful Night,’ “Thy 
Name Is Woman,’ a play in which 
I met my wife, the former Mary 
Nash, and ‘The Cat and the Fiddle,’ 
which I played in also.” 

In 1933 Ruben first came to St. 
Louis to direct the Muny Opera 
version of ‘The Cat and the Fiddle’ 
and stayed here to direct several 
other operas.

“TI spend my spare time quietly 
reading and writing.

One was ‘The Exile,’ a play 
in which I collaborated, directed 
and acted. Maybe,” he said with a 
wry smile, “that was what was 
wrong with it.” 

“It is my only aim,” he went on, 
“to be a theater man without being 
a theatrical one. Actually the the- 
ater is my whole life and work is 
my favorite pastime.”

Considerable explanation is need- 3 
ed for South’s remarkable bidding. 
On the surface it looks completely 
mad, but actually there was con- 
siderable method in its madness. 
This hand occurred as the next-to- 
last board of a team-of-four match 
in which this particular North- 
South team had had a series of un- 
fortunate breaks against them. 
Their close doubles and question- 
able game bids had gone wrong 
until, at this stage, the South player 
had every reason to feel that his 
team must be trailing by well over 
1000 points. Hence it was not un- 
natural for him to feel that heroic 
measures were called for unless de- 
feat was to be acknowledged. His 
two club opening bid, then, was an 
out-and-out psychic intended to con- 
fuse and trap the opponents. Natu- 
rally South could scarcely foretell 
what the result would be, but from 
his point of view it was highly de- 
sirable to throw the bidding off its 
normal course and pray for a 
miracle in his own favor. I might 
add that this miracle not only de- 
veloped, but that it was a major, 
not a minor, one. 

West, not vulnerable against vul- 
nerable opponents, correctly lay in 
ambush during the first round of 
bidding, realizing that North would 
have to make some response to the 
two club bid. When the negative two 
no trump came and was passed all 
around West’s mouth must have 
watered, and his penalty double can 
scarcely be criticised. When this 
double reached South the latter de- 
cided he might as well “shoot the 
works” on this deal. To go down 
hundreds, or even thousands, of 
points would not be fatal, inasmuch 
as he was sure the match was al- 
ready lost, and this looked like a 
heaven-sent opportunity to make a 
killing if North could stop the run 
of spades and clubs, or if the open- 
ing lead were favorable. From a 
strategic point of view (again em- 
phasizing that his hand occurred in 
a team-of-four match) South’s rea- 
soning was flawless. The result, 
however, must have surpassed even 
South's wildest hopes. 

East called upon to make the 
opening lead, was a very unhappy 
player. His spade suit looked far 
from propitious. East knew that 
West must have clubs stopped, but 
his own length, headed by the 
queen, made a cluh opening un- 
attractive. Conventidnally speak- 
ing, West’s double might be con- 
strued as calling for a laad through 
the only suit bid by e€ oppon- 
ents, but as against this was the 
fact that South, who a must 
have read the message implicit in 
West's double, had redoubled the 
contract and presumably was pre- 
pared for a club lead. 

I feel certain that my readers 
will be less tolerant than “I, but 
I am not inclined to criticize East’s 
actual selection of the heart ten 
too severely. My own feeling is 
that East was the victim of cir- 
cumstances. But whatever can be 
said for or against the lead, the 
fact remains that the entire match 
was thereby handed to the North- 
South team on a platinum platter. 
Dummy ducked and West’s queen 
was captured. Seven diamond 
tricks were run off, and then 
declarer collected three more heart 
tricks. Thus he not only fulfilled 
the remarkable contract, but made 
three over-tricks at 400 points each 
for a total of 1980 points! It is 
scarcely necessary to point out 
that a spade or a club opening 
would have given the defenders 
nine tricks and 1600 points in their 
own favor, a swing of 3580 points. 
Perhaps East’s lead was bad, but 
was it that bad?
